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Politics of EBurope. 


Edinburgh, August 17, 1822.—If we were not of those 
who defied aagury, we should say there was something omin- 
ous in the Royal Excursions. The brave spirit of ber Majesty 
took its Bight last year just before the King landed io Ire- 
land; and the Marqais of Londonderry, the most active of 
ber Majesty's persecutors, the apparently least generous of her 
survivors, bas put a period to his own existence, on the birth- 
day of our Royal Visitor, and just before bis Majesty land- 
ed ia Scotiand. The coincidence is at least remarkable ; and 
the event pot aliogether without bearing on the poli¢y of Europe. 
With the private life of this departed Minister, which is said to 
have been exemplary, we bave jast as litte to do, as with the 
minute circumstances attending bisdeathb. Itis impossible that 
an epprebegsion of the fal) of that system of depotism which be 
did s0 mach to establish on the Continent, aad the difficulties 
attending bis admitistration at home, may have preyed on his 
spirits ; but it is by no means anusual for the disorders of the 
body to oceasion alienation of mind. As yet we know too little 
of the mental delasion, referted to in the Courier to attach any 
importance to it by one way or other; and while every man 
mest feel for every other, who, ip a state of derangement, —“ no 
reckoning made,” “ goannointed, anapealed,” and “ with all his 
imperfections op his head,” sends bis spirit to the great audit, 
we must leave it to others to write homilies on the suddenness 
of bis death, aud the deprivation of his (riends. Our business is 
with bis public lve; and despising, as the most despicable of all 
cant, that aflected geacrosity which allows no i|] to be spoken 
of the dead, we shall speak of shat life with the utmost freedom. 
This is adaty which patriotism jwposes on every wan, There 
is Bo time 80 proper for estimating character as whea sudden 
death gives a greater intensity of fecling to every thing 
conpected with couduct. Aad this may be done with the 
less ansiety, where there are ao personal resentments te gra- 
tify. In eur minds, thee the terms Casilereagh and Londonderry 
will lopg be Connected with tyranny abroad, and slavery at home ; 
since, as far as ous observation went, he was the great adrocate 
and supporters of (be one,—the constant shield and protector of 
the other, No pame ever sounded so en-Banglish to our cors as 
Castlereagh, because the great occapation of the owner seemed 
to be to lower the name of Eagland abroad, and the standard of 
political rectitude at home —to oppose and thwart every thing io 
every quarter of the globe that tended to meliorate aod improve 
the condition of bis species, Asa public speaker, be was equally 
bad. Wesever beard any one oped his lips whose featares and 
gestures were so repulsive te our feelings. His manner was 
tocold and regalated that bis plausibilities occasioned nothing 
but disgust. There was the secarity, so dewbt, of a man of the 
world, bat ncthing of the dignity of intellect ;—a consciousness 
oi power, but ro obviows reliance on talent :—a conviction that 
he would outnumber, but none that be bad oatreasoned his 
opponcats ;— the crafuuness of the politician, but nothing of the 
patrioler statesman. We defy the whole crops of hietaterested 
“orshippers lo name another individual whe, from the dawning 
of iv lazation. bas spoken so mach, and said 66 little that any 
One Mevid.wishic remember. We tax oer memory in vain for 


any appeal that he ever made to the betier principles of oar 
patere 
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escaped his lips that deserves to be recorded, or that he ever did 
apablic act which evineed the slightest elevation of character. 
If we ask for wagnanimity, the treatment of Napoleon presents 
itself in the foreground; if for generosity, the persecutions, by 
bills of pains and penalties, and by the patronised and incessant 
slanders and vilification of the Queen, rise up before us; if for 
gratitade, the insurrection acts, gagging bills, and transporting 
laws for his Irish countrymen, become writings on the wall; and 
if genuine philanthropy be called for, we have insianees in bis 
foreign enlistmeat bills and alien acts, in his approval of the 
treatment experienced by the oppressed Poles, Saxons, Norwe- 
gians, Parguivetes, Sicilians, and Greeks. These are negatives 
of which few, we trust, woald be proad; and if time permitted, 
we could make oat « list of positives still moreformidable. But 
we must confine our pen, if we cannotrestrain oarfeclings, By 
way af summary, however, we may say, that unblushing assur. 
ance as to what he asserted, and an utter remorselessness as to 
the consequences of any measure necessary for supporting the 
Holy Alliance abroad, or his own political party at home, seems 
to have characteriaed bia whole policy, foreign and domestic. 
Having formed these opinions upon a review of the public life 
of the Marquis of Londonderry, it would be gross bypocrisy in 
as to profess regret at bis death, We conscientiously believe that 
he has done more ill to Eagland than any other man ean reme- 
dy in the course of acentary ; and that.itis atterly impossible that 
a worse minister (we say nothing of the man) can be his successor, 
We do not ventnre to hope thatthe domestio system, which he 
did so much to perfect, will be volantarily meliorated ; bat it is 
some consolation to think thatthe acme is past, especially when 
the force of circumstances islikely to operate some improvement, 
We expect nothing from administration; bat we do hope some- 
thing at home from another abundant harvest, and mach abroad 
from the folly and wickedness of rulers, and the growing culight- 
ment of the people. We aibjoin a letter, writteo by the creat 
Eart Batherst to Dean Swift, that our readers mov apply as mach 
of it as they may think applies to the present time: " Tam con- 
vinoed (says the noble Bar!) that the balance of ou: coustitation 
is already gone, and that we are idly strageling to maintain 
what in trath has been long lost. If this were vot the case, would 
it bave been possible for the same minister who projected the 
Excise seheme, (Sir Robert Walpole) 'o have chosen a new par- 
liament again exactly to his mind; and though, perhaps, opt al- 
together so strong in numbers, yet as we! disposed io general to 
his parposes as he could wish’? His Master, 1 doubt, is not 
so much beloved as T could wish he was; the minister f am 
sare ie as mach hated and detested ever man was; sod 
yet, I ony, @ new parliament was chosen of the siamp that 
was desired, jdst after having failed in the most odious acheme 
that ever was projected After this, what ho pra can there possi- 
bly be of success, Goless it be frow confusion which, God forbid, 
I should ever live to see? The Crewa can never fail to command 
a majority io both Howses of Parliament. Four and twenty 
Bishops and sixteen Scotch Lords, is a terrible weight in one; 
forty -five from one country, besides the west of Bogland, and all 
the Goverement Batghs. if » @readful number in the other, 
We « hia Majesty inclined 10 mor of to delare his body coachman his 
farsi anister, would do just as well; and the wheels of Government 
stould move 4s easily as they do wih We sagacions driver who now sits on 
the box. Parts and abiluies are not in the least wanting to conduct af- 
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fairs; the conchman knows how to feed his cattle, and the other 
foeds the beastein his serviee, and thisis all the skill that is 
necessury in cither case, Are not these sufficient dificultics and 
discoaragements, if there were wo others; and will any man 
continue tu struggle against corraption, when he knows that if 
he is even near defeating it, those who make use of it, only 
double the dose, and carry all their points farther and with a bigher 
hand than perhaps they at first intended?” (Letter of Earl Ba- 
tharst to Dean Swift, London, Mag.

Lord Kinneder.—-The Honourable William Erskine, Lord 
Kinneder, died at his house in Albany Street, on Wednesday last, 
It is mach to be regretted that this melancholy event happened 
before his Lordship had time to establish any character asa 
judge ; but those who promoted him to the Bench had the merit, 
atleast, of pitching upon a scholar and agentleman. He wasa 
partizan, to be sure; but although he displayed his geal ina 
branch of the Tory cause here, which bad no intrinsic dignity, 
we never heard that he carried his political feeling to the ex- 
treme of violence. This is negative praise, no doubt; bat io 
speaking of Edinburgh Tories, itis # praise which cannot, with 
reference (o recent conduct, be bestowed go generally as we could 
desire. Mr. Erskine, however,—and this is positive merit,—was 
possessed of a cultivated taste, and had a just feeling of the 
honours which belonged to genius.

Singular Regulation.—By asingolar reculation, the Govern- 
ment couriers io Aastria are ordered, whenthey are charged 
with despatches sealed with only one seal, to go at a walking 
pave; if with two seals, totrot; and if with three, to gallop. 
A courier, bearing a despatch with three scals, passing lately 
through a garrison town, was requested by the commandant to 
take a despatch to the next town, te which he willingly agreed: 
bat perceiving, when he received it, that ithad but one seal, be 
refased te take charge of it, saying “ that the recalations order- 
ed him to walk his borse with such a despatch; and as be had 
another with which he was ordered to gallop, be could net pos- 
sibly take them botb.” 


Mrs. Surah Bond. — Abont twelve months since, we anpouneed 
the death of this eccentric woman, at her residence, Cambsidge- 
heath, leaving great wealth, which was to go to King George the 
Foarth, if no relative could be fewad to claim it. Sinee her death, 
vestry and parish olerks, beadles, sextens, country soheol-mas- 
ters, and all persons heldiog any official situations abeut oathe- 
drals, churches, or chapels, bave beon employed ia searching out 
her pedigree, but all to ao effect, The publicity the sisoumatance 
obtained through the mediam of the newspapers, has camsed nome 
ludicrous scenes in the neighbourhood of ber late residence, 
where travellers have arrived from all parts of the country to 
cleim arelationship, Last week a man and his son, a yesth about 
16, arrived from Sunderland, from whenee they had walked; hessid 
his name was Bood; he wag sure she was his sister, aed be wonld 
not quit Londen withoet the money: however, apon an investi- 
gation, he could produce vo other authority than being of the 
same name: he was therefore compelled to retrace his steps al- 
most pennyless, The week previous, a decently dressed elderly 
maiden female made ber appearance ; she bed jest arrived out- 
sido the stage from the cavirons of Carmarthen; her stery was, 
that about 50 years ago her sister left ber, and had proceeded to 
London to seek ber forteme; they had sever correspoaded, bet 
from the nome aed description of the deceased, she had we doubt 
but she was ber sister, and that the money belonged to her; it 
had cost her nearly allthe cash she could raise to come from 
Wales, fully satished with being amply repaid for ber trouble. 
She met with the same fate as the precedine applicant. The 
next claimant was a Jack-tar, whe had just regmpaed from the 
West Indies, where be had been moored, he said, 35 years; be 
Jeft two sisters behiad bim named Bead; ome. was remarkable for 
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the eccentricity of her manners, particolarly ber love for Money; 
and be declared he had been em eve witsess te her frequently 
meking a meal of cat's meat; this be thoucht quite sufficient proof 
of his relationship, andinsisted upon entering a exveat azainst 
the claim of Kiog George the Fourth; but being convinced thay 
his Majesty at present appeared to be the legal claimant, be swore 
he would “go and see his Royal Master. and ax him if he had any 
objection to dividing the money between them!” I. is impossity 
to enumerate the namber of persons that have pat in their cloims 
from ell quarters of the world, but the King’s proctor stands frst 
in the Prerogative Coart, and n thiog hes vet transpired to affect 
his right in behalf ofbig Majestr. The hat where she died has 
been shut up antil fast week, when abill was placed in the wig. 
dow, that it was to be let; haweger, so anxious were some persons 
to get possession, that the ootice was taken anxioas in % 
hoers, no donbt under the impression that some hoards were yet 
undiscovered ! 


French Press.—A presecation is going on against M. Le. 
page, the editor of a Parisian publication, called the Couaies 
Des Srectacces, for inserting io his work, which, though peris. 
dical, is not a newspaper, articles relative to polities The 
charge is, that he bas published disguised politics aad direct 
politics, 

Amoug the articles of the former kind, exhibited in the act 
of accusation, the two following age the most remarkable. The 
prosecation of such absolute trifles seems a singular indicaties 
of alarm or irritability in the Government :-— 


“ The Old Clothes’ Shop.—An efficer, covered with honeery 
ble scars, is in the deepest distress. He teoks to bis clothes fer 
alast service. Their condition anneunces aader what glorious 
cireumstances wd covered their uofortemate owner ; but that is 
bo t@ ae old clothes men. As to his sword. the 
veteran warrior tranamits it, bequeaths it, bet will not sell it, 
The blade is bright, though stained with the bioed of the enemy. 
This veteran is in poverty, but perhaps if big snord bad been 
dipped ia French bleed * ***.” 


“The Canvassed Bootmaker.—A bootmaker, who wished to be 
an elector, bat whe was wot rated high enough, caused as 
additional wiedow to be madeia his apartments. As soon as 
he was qualiéed, his vote was solicited on the ove hend by the 
Constitational candidate—en the other by the opposite candi- 
date: and he foand bimsclf in denger of losing the business of 
all the perseas of the party with which he did not vote. In this 
dificalty be consulted bis wife, whe is a shrewd Normand. She 
cast up the business received from both sides, aed feand that 
they bad 190 constitetienal customers, and only 20 of the alia 
party. She farther romarked that the Constitutiona!ists being 
young, in the fall possession of their feculties, active. industrious 
and addicted te the cultivation of the arts, were by far the most 
beots, even with a singte leg, when they have bad the misfortune 
to tose the other, which bas eceurred te a considerable number of 
them, while their adversaries bave almost all arrived at the age 
of deorepitude. Hence she couciuded that her busband mast 
vote with the Liberals.”

Magistrates ofthe Macclesfield Division.—At 2 petty session, 
held by the ma of this district, on Meaday last, a discas 
sion took place ag te the right of solicitors te examiae witacsses, 
orte appear before the magistrates as advocates, in any ease de- 
peoding before them. Some months age Edward S:iracey, Esq. 
proposed that en order shonld be made for execlading solicitors 
from such practice, to which proposal it is said that two magis- 
trates acoeded, and an order was made and submitted for the 
concurrence and approbation of the justices. Sir Joha Stanley, 
Bart. and others, however, dissented from it, and the order wae 
never allempted te be enforced uatil Monday last. At that 
meeting s case of settlement came on to be beard, between the 
townships of Bolling- Fee Mottram, when, epos the solicitor 
for the former township a qeestion to a witweas on @ Cross- 
examination, Mr. Stragey directed the witness nat to answer any 
question pot put by the Bemeb, and said that he showid aot allow 
attorneys to attend and pet questions for any pariy in cases 
which came before bim as jastice. Sie Joba Stanley said, be 
for one would not subscribe to that doctrine; he was con- 
winced the practice was predactive of geoeral pablie advan- 
tage. A conversation between Sir Johe Stacley and Mr. 
Stracey ensued, ia which Mr. Stracey said he had been insulted 
by a professions! man—contended thatit was not esaal for at- 
ferneys to act as advocates at the other sessions in the county, 
and be wopld adbereto the order he bed signed: he allowed, 
however, that the order only applied te those magistrates who 
had signed it. Sir John Stanley supported the practice apon the 
ground of its etility, aad of its being the common usage. He did

Some further conversation followed, bui it was desul- 
tery, and the matter rests as itisfor the presomt. — Manchester 
Guardian, 

Pinner Whale.—A large fish, of the whale species, deno mioa- 
ted a Ganer, was seca by several persons on Sunday last, sport- 
ing the deep, at a distance of 10 or 12 miles from the land, off the 
mouth of the Tees aad the Yorkshire coast. Ik appeared to be 
from 60 to 70 feet long. Kk repeatediy made its appearance on 
the surface of the sea, and as it resewas heard to snort loudly, 
while the water flow aa almost ineredibie beight from its nostrils.

Spermaceti Whale. —A correspondent io Northamberland in- 
forms us, that on Tharsday morning, 28th Augost,a large whale, 
ef the spermaceti kind, came on shore pear Cresswell, It was 
alive when first seen, but appeared very weak and exhausted, and 
after beating about on the rocks for some time, it was approached 
and killed by the Gshermen: it measured 63 feet in length. Im- 
mense numbers of people flocked fram all paris to obtain a sight 
of a monster so rare in these regions. The lower jaw, from the 
cleft of the mouth, is 17 } feet kK is expected to produce 50 tons 
of oil. — Durham County Advertiser.

by Rear Admiral Batreenstenun, and Captain Bandin; and alter 
putting into seme of the istands of Gee Pacific Ocean, discovered 
by Cook aad Bougainville, she will retara te France by doubling 
Cape Horn.

ferent observations relative to the coofiguration of the globe, the 
inclination of the needle, ke,

This was an action brought by plaintiff against defendant, for seducti. 
on of plaintiffs danghter by defendant, aud compeusation for loss of ser. 
vices 





Mr. Houates opened the case, and stated the natare ofthe action 
to the jury, aud continued his statement to the following effect :- Here 
is my client, the anfortanate plaintiff —there is the defendant before you : 
the plaintiff resides in Killongh, and deals ia carrying linen from this 
country to England ; be lost bis wifein 1815, and she left him with six sur- 
viving children, 3 girts and 3 boys; the witness, who will be produced 
to you, is the eldest of the girls, and at the time of the sedaction she was 
LT years of age ; the plaintiff, in the course of his business, left Killough 
in February lest,.and was absent from that to the Stet March; and 
on bis return bome learned, to bis great grief, that the defendant had 
during bis absence, accomplished the rnin of his eldest daughter : he, 
the defendant, had managed to get introdaced to her, and frequent|y 
paid attention to her, while she hed the care of her brothers and 
sisters. His frequently passing her father’s house attracted her atten- 
tion, and she was, after some time, induced to go out to walk with bim, 
Upon the 234 day of March last be got ker into the house, when there 
was no other person in it; be gave her punch, which he had previens- 
ly prepared for the occasion, sod of which she took only a small wine- 
giass foll, and be afterwards gave her logenges similarly prepared. 
Sue was induced to stey until what he had given her prodaced its «fect ; 
she was first seizedwith trembling and shivering, and B?terwards with 
sinpefaction. Counsel here observed, that he was instrneted to state 
whathe was very sorry for, bat that there was no doubt some deleteri- 
ous mixtore hed been put in the punch, and alsoin the lozenges which 
he gave her after she bad taken punch. When the defendant had redaced 
the enfortunate victim to this state of stapefaction, he partiy forced 
her up-stairs, ander the pretence that she shonld bave a bedchamber to 
herself, and forced himself in slong with her, and effected bis purpore. 
Cozecil here commented severely on the manner in which the defendant 
had accomplished the ruin of the plaintiff. In the evening, when her 
aunt, Mrs. Greenan, went to look for her, defendant seid, npon his honour, 
she was not there; and wheashe went back ageins second time, he 
threatened her with a pistol ; when she told her harband of her saepici- 
ons, and wished to raise the neighbourhood. He told her it wonld be 
wrong to de so on saspicion, bat he would go himself and ascertain whe- 
ther she was there or not. Ithad been intimated to counsel, that the de. 
fence to be set op was to prove she was equally willingto be tedaced 
as he was to be the sedacer ; bat it woald be proved to them in evidence 
that she has wever allowed him again to come into her company, thongh 
be often attempted it; and when he conld got secerred, he endeavoured 
to defame her character, and publicly stated that she had behaved impro. 
perly previews to ber connexion with him.

COURT OF CHANCERY, TUESDAY, AUG. 90, 1829. 


At about a quater past 11 o'clock the Lord Chancellor came inte 
Coart, dressed in deep mourning, after having atiended the fuaeral of 
the late Marquis of Londonderry, 

Mr. Harr said he had an application to make to the Court, whieh 
was of a pressing matere; it was for aninjunctionto restrain a party 
from wegotiating certaia bills of exchange. 


Mr. Wertwenett said he bad to make an application of still more 
pressing watare, which was, therefore, entitled te precedance. 





The Lord Chancellor said, that ifthe counsel were satisfied, he 
wonld take the affidavits in beth cases home, and endeavour to decide 
between the parties withoot the necessity of having counsel; he (the 
Lord Chancelior) acting as counsel on both sides himself. 


Mr. Heato stated that he, too, had an application to make for an 
injanetion to restraia a party from fnjaring a coal-mine ; and requested 
that his Lordship woald take the affidavits in this as in the other cases.

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SUMMER ASSIZES.— BRISTOL, MONDAY, AUGUST 19, 1922. 


At Nisi Prius.—Before Mr. Justice Burrough. 
DOF, DEMISE OF HILL, ¥. CRESWiccE, 


This was an ejectment bronght by an unele to recover certain pro- 
perty from thehands of his niece. The defended for, Mary Matil- 
da Creswicke, being a minor, her father, Creswicke, stood as 
defendant = the record. The case, which was one of some hardship, 
ran thas:—Mr, Benjamin Hill, of Balwin-street, Bristol, died about the 
middie of the year 1809; and passing by his son, the plaintiff in the 
present canse, left bis property to his married daughter, Mrs. Mary 
Matilda Creswicke ; at her death, to her children, sons or daaghiers. 
At the time when the testator so made bis will, Mary Matilda Creswicke, 
his daughter, bad a danghter, the present defacto defendant ; and a son 
who was living at that time being since dead, that danghter, the present 
Mary Matilda Creswicke, became entitled to the property. 


Mr. Gaseter, who led the case of the plaintiff.—Joha Bartlett 
Hill proposed to prove the defendant, Mary Matilda Creswicke, an 
illegitimate child ; she having been born in the House of her grandfather 
before her mother’s marriage with ber repated father, Hamphry Cres- 
wicke, and while her mother did, in fact, still pass and go by the name 
of Mary Matilda Hill. 


The certificate of marriage was then pat in between Hampbry 
Creswicke and Mary Matilda Hill. It was dated Jaly, 1806. 


Mr. Thomas Strickland, attorney at law, who made the will of old 
Benjamin Hill, and who had been acquainted with him for many years 
previons to bis death, ewore that the present Mary Matilda Creswicke 
was bora many months before the marriage of her mother, and while her 
mother still passed by ber maiden name of Mary Matilda Hill, The fact 
at the time was generally notorious in the neighbourhood, 


Cross-examined,—The witness admitted that Benjamin Hill, the 
testator, had always treated the present defendant as his grand- 
daughter. 

Mr. Sergeant Petr, for the defence, dwelt npon the ungraecions na- 
ture of the action, and contended that Mr. Strickland’s evidence was 
too general tosustain « verdict, There wasa farther point for the consi- 
deration of the jury; a marriage between Hamphry Creswicke and Mary 
Matilda Hill might have taken place secretly, prior to the public manner 
of 1806, If Benjamiu Hill had wot been satisfied with the conduet of his 
danghter, ke would not have behaved so favourably to her and to her 
ehildven, 

Mr. Justice Bunnovow said that the jury would not be warrant- 
ted in presuming a prior marriage, The question was, whether the de- 
fendant was a legitimate or an illegitimite child; and that question 
mast be decided upon the evidence of Mr. Strickland. 

The jury retired for abont half an hoor, and at the expiration of that 
time fouud a verdict for the plaintiff. 





Pirrim ann Huspasp v. Enuuorr. 


This was an action for negligenve by the defendant, whereby dan- 
geronus injury acerwed to the plaintiff. Mr, Elliott, a bateher, residing 
in Bristol, pute asereen over the front of his shop, to protect his meat 
from the heat of the suv, On the Istef October iast, it happened that 
the screen was left out after dusk; and Mrs. Pippin, a milk-woman, 
striking herself agaivst the iron of it, was koocked down by the blow, 
and véry seriously hurt, 


Tt appeared from the evidence on the part of the plointiff, that the 
accident happened abeut six o'clock in the evening, Mrs. Pippin was 
coming along with a pail of grains upon her head. Wheo she strack 
herself against the screen-iron she fel! with her head upon the curb-stone; 
she was taken up insensible, and carried into the defendant's shop, 
After some time the plaintiff was taken home in a chair, She was evi- 
dently mach hart, Four doctors attended her, bat she recovered not- 
withstanding. She remained ili and incapable of work for nearly five 
months, 

Br. Rolfe said that be hed been called ia ten days afer the accident. 
The plaintiff was then very ill, Witness continued to attend ber, It 
was a long time before the inflammatory symptoms abated. Witness had 
charged 481, for medicines aud sargical assistagee, 


Mr. Sergeant Pact submitted that Dr. Rolfe's charge ceald not be 
evidence, The action was brought by the husbaud aud wife for damage 
sustained in person by the latter, The basband would be entitled te his 
separate action for special damages in the shape of the surgeon's bill ; 
and if the jary gave the amount of that bill im their damages upon the 
present case, still the husband would net be barred of his recovery in a 
future proceeding. 

Mr, Apam, for the plaintiff, insisted that the sargeen's bill might 
he given in evidence iv aggravation of damages, The amoant which the 
dector charged for the cure served to show the extent of the injery 
sustained,

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Mr. Sergeant Pettsaid, that such special damage was not eves 
stated iv the plaintiff's y ° ' 

Mr. Anam contended, that the allegation was mot necessasy, ang 
cited a dictum of Mr. Justice Powell in sapport of his position. 

Mr. Jastice Burnrovew agreed to reserve the point. Mr. Jnstice 
Powell Was high aathority; bat the dictem quoted seemed to have been 
extra jndicially given. : 

Mr. Sergeant Pett —If itis not necessary to allege such @ fact a 
this in the declaration, how can a defendant ever know what be hax 1, 
answer ? 


Witnesses agreed that it was becoming dark at the time of the ac. 
cident ; bat there was astroug gas light burning in the shop of the de. 
feudant. 


Mr. Sergeant Pets, for the defence, contended in the Grst place, 
that, admitting negligence to have oecurred on the part of the defend. 
ant, still, if there bad been a want of reasonabie care by the pilaiotif, 
there conld be no reeoveryin the present action. The principle which 
he was stating had been fully settled in the case, 4th East, of “* Better. 
field and Forrester.” In that case defend nt, who was repairing bis honse, 
extended a pule the whole way across the high-road. The defendan:, 
riding along, jast at the time when the lamps were lighted, was thrown 
from bis horse, and hurt by the obstriction. Clearly there bad been 
no right or title in the defeadant Porrester to obstract the highway by 
potting a pole across it; but it appearing that there was light eseagh 
at the time of the accident for the pisintiff to have seem the obstraction 
if he had been riding at a reasonable pace, a verdict, under the Jadge's 
holding had been fonnd for the defendant. Now the present case, as 
he (Mr. Sergeant Pell) sabmitted, would stand precisely apon the ground 
of “ Batterfield and Forrester.” There was light io the shop of the de. 
fendant, Mr. Elliott ; and the plaintiff, with ordinary care, might bave 
seen the screen before she came toit. But the facts whieh would be 
proved by witnesses for the defence, put the case of the plaintiff com. 
pletely ont of court. It would appear that the screen in question steod 
near seven feet above the ground; that the plaiytiff had strack ber pail, 
not ber head, against it ; and that the injary she had received bad aris. 
en purely from her fall, The declaration of the plaiutiff, as soon as ve 
was brought to herself, and while she was still sitting in the shop of the 
defendant, clearly proved what, at that time, washer own view of the 
case; she bad said te Mr. Biliott, “ the fauit was my own; if I had tet 
go my pail, the thing would not have happened.” 

Two witnesses were then called on the part of the defendant, who 
spoke to the above declaration made by Mrs. Pippin. One of them 
thought that the plaintiff strack her pail only iv the first instance, agains: 
the screen of the defendant. 


Mr. Sergeant Pett confessed the hardship of the plaintiff's case, 
and lamented the serious hurt she had received ; but submitted that the 
jory, however they might compassionate ber situation, would be bowed 
to give a verdict against her. 

Mr. Apam, in reply, insisted that there had been no culpable care. 
lessness on the part of his anfortanate client. 


Mr. Justice Bugnoven said, that the question for the decision of 
the jury was, whether the plaiutiff had sustained injury throagh the mis- 
feazance of the defendant. The fact of this screen having been left ont 
after dark, would of itself have Been sufficient to support an indictment; 
bat an action fot damages mast stand upon different ground. Now the 
jury would dismiss from their minds altagether the argument as to the 
plaiotiff’s having hed a pail upon ber head; she was entitled to carry the 
pail upon ber head, and to walk upon the footpath with it, and to walk 
avobstructed as far as any reasonable height with ft. Artisans of every 
description were in the habit of going slong the streets, towards the 
evening particalatly, with their goods upon their heads, and the streets 
must be kept cleas thatthey might so pass slong in safety. The pail bad 
nothing at all to do with the case ; and the gas light in the defendant's shop 
had very little. The glare of the light might prevent people from seeing 
the ebstruction—aged or shortsighted people would, in all probability, 
not seeit, The thing had no business there at all; its ase was over ; 
its ase was to keep off the sun, aed it had eo basiness ap at wight. The 
woman's declaration that the accident had happened by ber own fanit 
wonld be taken by the jury with a reference to the circamstances ander 
which ithad been made. She recovered from a kind of swoon ; «aw 
the defendant alarmed, and said, “ It was my own faatt; if I had let co 
the pail, it weuld act have happened 7” meaning, probably, that if she 
had had preseoce of mind enongh to have let go ber pail, she might have 
saved herself from falling, or from some part of the burt she had received. 
If the jury were satisfied that the plaintiff had sustained injury, they 
would wederstand thet she had sustaiped it iu the ordinary aad lawfe! 
exercise of her occupation, aed they woald be bound to give ber sock 
temperate damages a: might recompense ihe personal sufferiag to which 
she had been sabjyecied. 

The jary, after retiring for a few minutes, found a verdict for th* 
plaiatitf, - Damages 30. 
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General Summary. 


The Madras Papers that arrived yesterday coatain Extracts 
from Londen Journals by the Yoru ; bat these do not extend to 
a later date than the English Papers received bere. 

Ia the preseat state of uncertainty as to the arrangement of 
the Cabinet at home, we have looked with the greatest care 
through ali the,Papers that have reached us, and do not observe 
any thing which could tadece a belief of Mr. \ aaning relinguish- 
ing the Governor Geaneraiship of India, to remaia ia any ministe- 
rial office. The last poeblic mention made of his name is oa the 
occasion of a Diuner given tohimat Liverpool, preparatory to 
bis departare for India; and as this happened so late as the 30th 
of August, when a sofficient time bad elapsed to ascertain whe- 
ther he woeld be likely to join the Ministry or not, we may 
consider it as more than probable that his destination for Ladia 
was unchanged by the recent events in Bogland. 


With some feverish aud capricioas persons in this city, who 
bave the strangest aod most unaccountable notions as to what 
are fair and proper subjects of pablic discussion, it would seem 
to be a crime litle short of High Treason to speak of our expected 
Governor General at all; as if every allusion to a future Gover- 
por General must be offensive to a present oue. We would not pay 
so ul a compliment to the Gentleman now holding that office as 
te suppose that he could be numbered among the class to whieh 
we allude ; we are satisfied that seach a feeling is confined to cer- 
tain (well meaving perbaps, but) injadicious friends, who affect 
to shew their geal by discovering insalt where none could be 
intended, aod cvonstraing the most innoxious trifles into wanteo 
and pointed sarcasm and defiance.

Agr. 17.—The present Regolations shall be enforced in Java and 
Madera on the ist of September next, end ia all the other Possessions, 
fourteen days after this publication shall bave been known there.
